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REPORT  FOR  1907.

HE  Committee  have  the  pleasure  to  pre¬ 
sent  to  the  supporters  and  friends  of  the 
Hospital  and  Convalescent  Home  their 
Report  for  1907. 

Work  for  the  year. 

The  number  of  In-Patients  admitted  was  676,. 
which,  with  41  in  the  wards  on  1st  January,  made 
a  total  of  717  for  the  year  as  compared  with  697 
in  1906 — an  increase  of  20. 

The  Out-Patients,  including  casualties  and 
emergency  cases,  numbered  18,751,  or  533  more 
than  in  1906.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  num¬ 
ber  of  patients  to  whom  relief  was  afforded  has 
increased  by  553.  Full  details  will  be  found  on 
page  21. 

Notwithstanding  the  larger  number  of  In- 
Patients  admitted  during  the  year,  the  daily  average 
of  occupied  beds  fell,  as  the  result  of  frequent 
interruptions  in  the  regular  working  of  the  Hospital, 
due  to  infectious  cases,  from  20  in  1906  to  19  in 
1907. 

As  stated  in  the  last  Report,  the  accommoda¬ 
tion  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  is  strained  to 
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the  fullest  extent,  and  the  Medical  and  Surgical 
Staff  have  in  consequence  again  urged  upon  the 
Committee  the  necessity  for  providing  additional 
consulting  and  waiting  rooms,  &c.  The  Committee 
fully  recognise  the  inadequacy  of  the  existing 
accommodation  and  are  anxious,  if  possible,  to 
meet  the  increased  requirements. 


Expenditure. 

The  Committee  regard  with  satisfaction  the 
fact  that,  notwithstanding  the  larger  number  of 
patients  treated  during  the  year,  the  ordinary 
expenditure  shows  but  a  small  increase,  viz., 
£36  05.  9 d.  over  that  of  1906.  In  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Central  Hospital  Funds, 
statistics  have  been  prepared — they  will  be  found 
on  page  36 — showing  the  cost  of  both  the  In-  and 
the  Out-Patients.  The  cost  of  each  In-Patient 
per  week  has  been  £1  105.  y^d.,  and  of  each  new 
Out-Patient  15.  5 \d.  These  figures,  the  Committee 
believe,  will  be  found  to  compare  favourably  with 
those  of  other  and  larger  London  Children’s 
Hospitals. 


Income. 

The  income  from  various  sources  was  satis¬ 
factorily  maintained,  the  total  ordinary  receipts 
amounting  to  ^4,109  165.  iod.,  an  increase  of  ^412, 
as  compared  with  1906.  This  increase  was  mainly 
due  to  the  receipt  of  a  special  donation  of  ^250 
granted  by  the  Committee  of  King  Edward’s  Fund 
towards  the  reduction  of  the  debt,  a  donation 
highly  gratifying  to  the  Committee. 


Central  Hospital  Funds. 

The  Committee  desire  to  record  their 
gratitude  for  a  grant  of  £750  from  King  Edward’s 
Fund  (including  the  special  donation  of  £250 
already  mentioned).  The  grant  was  accompanied 
by  a  notification  that  “  the  Committee  (of  the 
Fund)  views  with  satisfaction  the  efforts  made  to 
reduce  expenditure  at  this  Hospital.”  Also  for 
grants  of  £352  is.  8 d.  from  the  Council  of  the 
Hospital  Sunday  Fund  and  of  £"123  17s.  o d.  from 
the  Saturday  Fund.

Ladies’  Association. 

The  Committee  had  the  pleasure  to  announce 
in  their  last  Report  the  formation  of  a  Ladies’ 
Association,  the  object  of  which  is  to  provide 
children’s  garments,  linen,  blankets,  &c.,  for  use  in 
the  Hospital  and  Convalescent  Home.  As  the 
result  of  the  first  year’s  work,  the  Association  was 
able  in  1906  to  present  664  articles  of  clothing,  &c., 
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to  the  Institution.  The  progress  made  during  last 
year  was  even  more  satisfactory  and  encouraging. 
At  the  Annual  Exhibition  of  Work,  which  was 
held  in  the  Board  Room  of  the  Hospital  in 
November,  the  number  of  articles  handed  in  was 
i, 080,  whilst,  in  addition,  a  sum  of  £38  55.  4 cl. 
was  expended  by  the  Association  in  the  purchase 
of  linen,  &c.,  for  use  in  the  wards  and  house. 
The  Committee  fully  realise  that  only  by  much 
personal  enterprise  and  industry  could  such  splen¬ 
did  results  have  been  obtained,  and  they  are  most 
grateful  to  the  Members  of  the  Association.  Full 
particulars  of  the  Association  will  be  found  on 
page  20. 


CONVALESCENT  HOME. 


Work  of  the  Year. 

During  the  year  all  the  ordinary  16  beds  have 
been  fully  occupied.  Mainly  through  the  kindness 
of  Mr.  Thomas  Wharrie,  who  again  gave  a  Special 
donation  of  £25  towards  this  object,  8  extra  beds 
were,  as  before,  opened  during  the  six  months  1st 
April  to  30th  September,  and  by  means  of  a 
donation  from  Mr.  S.  Mavrojani,  for  a  further  two 
weeks  to  the  14th  October. 

By  reference  to  the  Statistics  on  page  21,  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  patients  shows  an 
increase  of  18  over  the  previous  year,  and  the 
average  length  of  stay  of  the  patients  was  pro- 


longed  from  28  days  111  1906  to  41  in*  1907.  These 
results  are  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Home  was 
continuously  open  during  the  whole  of  the  year. 

Income  and  Expenditure. 

The  ordinary  income  amounted  to  7443  i6s.6A 
and  the  expenditure  to  £95^  195.  10 d.  To  meet 
the  deficit  a  sum  ^530  was  transferred  from  the 
Hospital  funds.  The  cost  of  each  In-Patient  was 
1 75.  4 \d.  per  week.  The  Committee  have  again  to 
deplore  the  inadequate  support  extended  to  the 
Home,  especially  from  the  South  Bucks  district, 
from  which  children  have  been  frequently  sent  to 
the  Hospital  and  Home.

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EXTRACT  FROM  THE  CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE  HOSPITAL. 


OBJECTS. 

To  afford  Medical  and  Surgical  Relief  to  the 
Children  of  the  poor,  under  the  age  of  12  years  lor 
boys,  and  14  for  girls  : 

a.  By  admission  to  the  Hospital. 

b.  Through  the  Out-patient  Department. 

To  promote  the  advancement  of  Medical  Science 
with  reference  to  the  diseases  of  childhood. 

To  diffuse  among  all  classes  of  the  community, 
and  chiefly  among  the  poor,  a  better  acquaintance 
with  the  management  of  infants  and  children 
during  health  or  sickness,  and  to  assist  in  the 
education  and  training  of  women  in  the  special 
duties  of  Children’s  Nurses. 

The  In  and  Out-patient  Departments  of  the 
Hospital  shall  be  entirely  free,  but  patients  shall 
be  invited  to  contribute  voluntarily  to  the  funds 
so  far  as  they  are  able. 

GOVERNORS. 

Every  contributor  of  Two  Guineas  or  more 
annually  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital  shall,  so  long 
as  his  subscription  is  continued,  be  constituted  a 
Governor,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  at  the 
Annual  or  any  Special  Meeting,  but  a  new  Sub¬ 
scriber  to  the  amount  aforesaid  shall  not  be  so 


entitled  unless  his  subscription  for  the  current  year 
has  been  paid  at  least  three  calendar  months  before 
the  day  of  the  meeting. 

Every  donor  of  20  Guineas,  or  more,  at  one  time 
to  the  Hospital,  and  every  collector  of  50  Guineas, 
or  more,  at  one  time,  and  any  one  Executor,  to  be 
nominated  in  writing — if  there  is  more  than  one 
all  the  Executors,  or  if  there  is  no  Executor  who 
accepts  the  office,  the  Administrator  of  every 
Will — giving  a  legacy  amounting  to  £100  or  more 
(after  deducting  Legacy  Duty,  if  any,)  to  the 
Hospital,  shall  be  constituted  a  Life  Governor, 
and  shall  have  one  vote  at  the  Annual  or  any 
Special  Meeting  next  succeeding  the  receipt  of  such 
donation  or  contribution,  provided  it  has  been  paid 
not  less  than  three  calendar  months  before  the  day 
of  the  meeting,  and  at  all  subsequent  meetings. 

No  Governor  shall,  under  any  circumstances,  be 
entitled  to  more  than  one  vote  at  any  Meeting. 


ANNUAL  MEETING. 

In  the  month  of  February  in  every  year,  or  as 
soon  after  as  may  be,  a  General  Meeting  of  the 
Governors  and  other  Contributors  to  the  funds  of 
the  Hospital  shall  be  held,  of  which  notice  shall  be 
given  within  one  calendar  month  of  the  day  of 
meeting,  and  at  least  a  week  previously  to  such 
Meeting,  in  two  or  more  daily  London  Newspapers. 

Five  Governors,  at  any  Annual  Meeting,  shall 
form  a  quorum. 

Contributors  who  are  not  Governors  shall  be 
entitled  to  be  present  and  take  part  in  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  at  the  Meeting,  but  not  to  vote. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  the  Managing  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  submit  a  Report  of  the  working  of  the 
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Hospital,  together  with  an  audited  financial  state¬ 
ment  and  balance  sheet  for  the  year  ending  the 
31st  December  then  last  past. 

At  such  Annual  Meeting  the  Governors  shall 
elect  the  Auditors  for  the  current  year,  and  three 
Members  of  the  Managing  Committee  in  place  of 
those  retiring. 


SUBSCRIPTIONS. 

The  Annual  Subscriptions  shall  be  payable  in 
advance  for  the  current  year,  such  year  to  be 
computed  from  the  quarter-day  next  preceding  the 
Subscription,  and  no  Subscriber  in  arrear  shall  be 
entitled  to  any  privilege  arising  out  of  his  or  her 
Subscription  until  it  has  been  paid. 


NOMINATION  AND  FOUNDATION  OF  COTS. 

Every  Donor  of  ^300  or  more  at  one  time,  and 
every  Subscriber  of  ^30  or  more  annually  (but  in 
the  latter  case  so  long  only  as  this  Contribution  is 
kept  up),  shall  be  entitled  to  have  a  Cot  named 
according  to  such  Donor’s  or  Subscriber’s  pleasure 
during  his  or  her  life,  and  every  Donor  of  ^1,000, 
or  more,  at  one  time,  and  every  Subscriber  of  £ 100 , 
or  more,  annually,  for  a  period  of  at  least  10  years, 
shall  be  entitled  to  have  a  Cot  named  according  to 
such  Donor’s  or  Subscriber’s  pleasure  in  per¬ 
petuity,  but  in  every  case  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  accept  any 
Donation  or  Bequest  which  may  be  made  to  the 
Hospital  subject  to  any  special  restrictions,  or  for 
any  special  purposes  annexed  to  the  Gift  by  the 
Donor.

The  General  Management  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Hospital  shall,  subject  to  the  powers  hereby  con¬ 
ferred  on  the  Governors,  be  vested  in  the  Managing 
Committee. 


COMMITTEE. 

The  Committee  shall  consist  of  not  more  than 
25,  nor  less  than  10  Members,  of  whom  not  more 
than  4  shall  be  representatives  of  the  Medical  and 
.Surgical  Staff.
